"It waa not so much that Lincoln 


boliovod in tho unnlternblo ixgnnlily 
of all men—for lhotrnt.li that nil 
men are created equal doiw not in- 
volve that doctrine—hut that ho ho 
liovod unalterably in an oqnity 
which insurod to oach man, of what- 
ever rnco, precisely that reward 
which his labors oould earn for him. 
This definition must hu tnkon in 
connection with tho sunt.iniunl ex- 
pressed in ono of his spoochos at 
Springfield: 


" 'We must all of us have boon 


slaves at ono time in our lives,' ho 
said, 'but tho white man mav work 
out his freedom, and tho negro can- 
not. My old friend, John Roll, horu 
(referring to n man who had worked 
with him in the construction of u 
flntboat in 1831, and who later earn- 
ed riches), was a slave at ono t.imo, 
but he is a freeman now, and I usod 
to bo a slave, and now I am so frno 
that they allow mo to practice law.' 


"For the flash of humor illumin. 


ed all tis doctrines, and tho truth 
was bettor understood and farther 
carried because of tho savor of hu- 
manity which ho imparted to it. 


"Tho other event which his name 


recalls most vividly," continued 
Judge Brad well, "is that night when 
his body lay in stato horu in the old 
courthouse. No ono can describe- tbo 
awful solemnity of thnt occasion. 
For nearly n week we had mourned 
aa no nation Was ever before called 
upon to mourn, arid then his slain 
body was brought hero, and we hold 
solemn wntoh over it. I shall never 
forgot tho night whon it lay thoro 
in stato. Tlie whole groat building 
was draped with black and all tho 
early hours of the niybt tbe people 
had gone about tho city so sadly do. 
pressed that it seemed they had no 
interest for other things. And tb.-n 
nt midnight, away up there in tlio 
dome of the silent building, thoro 
arose tho sound of a dirge—tho most 
solemn thing I have ever listoned to. 
Whht tho mxisio was I do not know. 
Tho persons who composed tho choir 
might bo easily learned. I do not 
remember that. But I do remember, 
nnd I always shall romombar, tho 
fearful impressivenessof that dirge.
